THE  WEST  BENGAL  GOVERNMENT  PREMISES 
(REGULATION  OF  OCCUPANCY)  ACT,  1984.

[3rd  July.  J984.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  I he  regulation  of  occupancy  of  Government 
premises  in  West  Bengal*  Meant  for  the  employees  of  the  State  Government, 
with  a view  to  preventing  unlawful  occupation  of  such  premises  and 
ensuring  the  use  of  such  premises  by  the  persons  for  whom,  and  for  the 
purpose  for  which,  they  arc  intended. 

Whereas  ii  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  occupancy  of 
Government  premises  in  WcsL  Bengal,  meant  for  the  employees  of  die 
Stale  Government,  with  a view  to  preventing  unlawful  occupation  of 
such  premises  and  ensuring  the  use  of  such  premises  by  the  persons  Tor 
whom,  and  for  die  purpose  for  which,  they  are  intended; 

ft  is  hereby  enacted  in  die  Thirty- fifth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India, 
by  die  Legislature  of  West  Bengal,  as  follows: — 

CHAPTER  1 
Preliminary 

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  West  Bengal  Government  Premises 
(Regulation  of  Occupancy)  Act,  I9K4. 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  West  Bengal. 

(3)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  such  date  as  the  Slate  Government 
may.  by  notification,  appoint. 

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  there  is  anything  repugnant  in  the  subject 
or  context, — 

(a)  "Appellate  Authority*1  means  any  authority,  superior  in  rank 
to  the  Competent  Authority,  appointed  by  ihe  Slate 
Government  in  respect  of  any  Government  premises  nr  class 
of  Government  premises  hy  notification  for  die  purposes  of 
sub-seciion  (3)  of  seaion  1 1 and  sub-section  (3)  of  section 
15,  and  includes  different  such  authorities  for  different 
Government  premises  and  different  classes  of  Government 
premises; 
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'For  Smicmciu  of  Object  and  Ren  sons,  rrc  the  Calcutta  Gazette,  Extraordinary, 
Part  IV  of  the  6lh  April,  19S4.  pa»e  1007.  for  proceedings  of  ihc  West  Bengal  Legislative 
Assembly. see  Ihe  proceedings  of  meeting  oftluii  Assembly  held  on  ihc  25ih  April.

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(b)  “appointed  day"  means  the  dale  on  which  this  Act  comes 
into  force; 

(c)  “Competent  Authority11  means  an  authority,  not  below  ihcrank 
of  Assistant  Secretary  to,  or  Deputy  Director  under,  the 
Government  of  West  Bengal  or  Sub-divisional  Officer  or 
Executive  Magistrate  or  Sub-divisional  Police  Officer  or 
Assistant  Commissioner  of  Police  or  Assistant  Engineer  or 
any  other  officer  declared  by  the  SLatc  Government  to  be  of 
rank  equivalent  to  the  rank  of  any  officer  as  aforesaid, 
appointed  by  the  State  Government  in  respect  of  any 
Government  premises  or  class  of  Government  premises 
by  notification  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act, 
and  includes  different  such  authorities  for  different 
Government  premises  and  different  classes  of  Government 
premises; 

<cl)  ‘'Government  premises"  means  SlaLe  premises  which  are  not 
public  premises; 

(e)  "Government  Undertaking"  means  a body  corporate 
constituted  by  or  under  a Central  or  State  Act  and  owned  or 
control  led  or  managed  by  the  State  Government,  and  i nc  ludes 
any  company,  as  defined  in  section  3 of  the  Companies  Act,  i of  J 956. 
j 956,  which  is  under  the  management  of,  or  in  which  not  less 
than  fifty-one  percent . of  the  paid  up  share  capital  is  held  by, 
the  State  Government; 

(0  "license11  means  a license  granLcd  under  section  7 or 
anything  deemed  to  be  a license  within  the  meaning  of 
section  9; 

(g)  "license  fee",  in  relation  to  any  Government  premises,  means 
the  consideration,  by  whatever  name  called,  payable 
periodically  or  otherwise  for  the  authorised  occupation  of  the 
premises,  and  includes — 

(i)  any  charge  for  electricity,  water  or  any  other  services  in 
connection  with  the  occupation  of  the  premises,  and 

(ii)  any  tax,'  by  whatever  name  called,  payable  in  respect  of 
Lhc  premises, 

where  such  charge  or  tax  is  payable  by  the  State  Government 
or  the  Government  Undertaking  haying  control  over  the 
premises; 

(h)  “notification”  means  a notification  published  in  the  Official 
Gazette] 
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( Chapter  L—Preiiniinan\ — -Sections  3>  4 J 

(i)  "premises"  means  any  building,  shed  or  but,  used  or  intended 
lo  be  used  for  residential  purposes,  and  includes  part  of  a 
building,  shed  or  hut  and  a room  or  a scat  in  a room  allotted 
separately,  and  also  includes — 

(i)  the  gardens,  grounds,  outhouses,  garages  and  godowns, 
if  any,  appurtenant  thereto,  and 

(ii)  any  furniture  supplied  or  any  fillings  or  fixtures  affixed 
for  the  use  of  the  occupant  of  such  budding,  garage, 
godown,  shed,  hut,  room  or  seat  in  a room,  as  the  case 
may  be;  - 

(j)  “prescribed"  means  prescribed  by  rules  made  under  this  Act; 

(k)  “public  premises"  means  Stale  premises  in  respect  of  which 
a declaration  has  been  made  under  section  3 and  includes  the 
State  premises  mentioned  in  Schedule  II: 

{])  “specified  distance"  means  the  distance  specified  in  any 
license  or,  where  no  such  distance  is  specified,  a distance  of 
twcniy  kilometres,  measured  in  either  case  by  the  shortest 
surface  route  from  any  place; 

(m)  “specified  post",  in  relation  to  any  Government  premises, 
means  any  post  the  headquarters  in  respect  of  which  arc  within 
the  specified  distance  from  such  premises  orany  post  specified 
in  respect  of  such  premises  in  any  declaration  made  under 
section  5 or  any  post  in  consideration  of  which  an  authority 
had  lawfully  been  granted  to  any  person  for  the  occupation 
oT  such  premises  he  fore  the  appointed  day; 

(n)  “State  premises"  means  any  premises  belonging  to,  or  taken 
on  lease  or  license  or  requisitioned  by,  or  on  behalf  of,  the 
State  Government. 

3,  ( l ) The  Slate  Government  may,  from  time  to  lime,  by  notification 
subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions  as  iL  may  deem  Hi,  declare  any  Slate 
premises  to  be  public  premises. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  sub-scction  (1),  it  is 
declared  that  ihe  State  premises  mentioned  in  Schedule  II  are  public 
premises. 

4,  A license  may  be  granted  by  a Competent  Authority  to  any  person 
for  Lhe  occupation  of  any  Government  premises  only  if  he  is  in 
the  employment  of,  and  holds  any  specified  post  under,  the  State 
Government. 
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5.  The  Stale  Government  may,  from  Lime  to  time,  by  notification, 
declare  that  a license  in  respect  or  any  Government  premises  may  be 
granted  lo  any  person  if  such  person  holds  the  post  specified  in  the 
declaration  in  respect  of  those  premises, 
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6.  Any  person  in  the  employment  or  the  Slate  Government  shall,  on 
deputation  to  a Government  Undertaking,  be  deemed  to  remain  in  the 
employment  of  the  State  Government  and  any  post  held  by  such  person 
in  that  Undertaking  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a post  under  the  State 
Government.  , 
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CHAPTER  II 

Government  Premises 

7.  No  person  shall  occupy,  or  remain  in  occupation  oh  any 
Government  premises  except  on  the  authority,  and  subject  to  the  terms 
and  conditions,  of  a valid  license  granted  in  his  favour  by  the  Competent 
Authority. 

Explanation.— For  the  removal  of  doubts  it  is  declared  that  a license 
which  has  been,  or  stands,  terminated  under  any  provision  of  this  Act 
shall  not  be  deemed  lo  be  a license  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 

8.  No  person  in  occupation  of  any  Government  premises  on  the 
appointed  day  shall  remain  in  occupation  thereof  if  he  is  nol  in  the 
employment  of,  or  does  not  hold  any  spccillcd  post  under,  the  Stale 
Government,  or  is  nol  the  person  lo  whom  lawful  authority  had  been 
granted  for  the  occupation  of  such  premises. 

Explanation. — For  Lhc  removal  of  doubts  iL  is  declared  that  any  person 
who  has  retired  from  the  service  of  the  Slate  Government  or  from  any  of 
the  All  India  Services  shall  not  be  deemed  to  he  in  the  employment  of,  or 
to  hold  any  post  under,  the  Stale  Government. 

!>.  SubjccL  to  the  provisions  or  section  8,  the  authority,  howsoever 
described,  by  which  any  person  is  lawfully  in  occupation  of  any 
Government  premises  on  the  appointed  day  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a license 
for  the  purposes  of  section  7. 

10.  (()  The  terms  and  conditions  specified  in  Schedule  I shall  be 

deemed  to  be  a part  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  evofy  license  and  they 
shall  be  in  addition  lo  such  other  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Competent  Authority  or  may  have  been  determined  in 
respect  of  anything  deemed  to  be  a license  under  section  9.

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(2)  Where  Lhc  terms  and  conditions  specified  in  Schedule  [ arc 
inconsistent  with  the  other  terms  and  conditions  of  any  license,  such 
other  terms  and  conditions  shall,  to  the  extent  they  arc  inconsistent, 
be  void. 


11.  (1)  Every  license  in  respect  of  a Government  premises  shall, 

subject  to  the  provisions  of  sub-section  (2),  stand  automatically  terminated 
upon— 

(i)  die  death  of  the  licensee,  or 

(ii)  the  expiry  of  the  period  of  validity  of  the  license,  or 

(iii)  the  cessation  of  the  licensee's  employment  under  the  State 
Government  by  reason  of  his  retirement,  resignation, 
discharge  or  dismissal  or  by  any  oLhcr  reason,  or 
(i  v)  the  licensee  ceasing  to  hold  any  specified  post  under  the  State 
Government  by  reason  of  his  transfer  from  any  such  post  or 
by  any  other  reason: 

Provided  that  for  the  purposes  of  this  section  a person  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  have  ceased  to  hold  any  post  by  proceeding  on  leave,  or  on 
being  suspended,  from  that  post,  if  he  does  not  accept  any  other 
employment  during  the  period  of  his  leave  or  suspension, 

(2)  A license  in  respect  of  a Government  premises  may  be  terminated, 
by  order,  by  the  Competent  Authority  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  licensee: 

Provided  that  no  such  order  shall  be  made  without  giving  the  licensee 
an  opportunity  of  being  heard. 

(3)  An  appeal  shall  lie  Lo  the  Appellate  Authority  against  an  order 
made  under  sub-section  (2),  or  an  order  of  Lhe  Competent  Authority 
refusing  to  renew  a license,  within  fifteen  days  from  the  date  of 
communication  of  the  order  to  the  licensee. 

(4)  The  decision  of  the  Appellate  Authority  on  such  order  shall,  subject 
lo  the  provision  of  sccLion  23,  he  final.

12.  Where  payment  oT any  amount  as  consideration  for  the  occupation  Payment  of 
of  any  Government  premises  is  tendered  by  the  licensee  or  any  other. 
person  after  the  termination  of  his  license,  the  acceptance  of  that  amount  nation  of 
by,  or  on  behalf  of,  the  State  Government  or  any  other  authority  shall  noL  ^valid^e 
be  construed  as  revalidating  or  renewing  or  extending  the  license  or  the  license- 
conferring  any  right  upon  the  licensee  or  any  other  person  Lo  remain  in 
occupation  of  the  said  Government  premises,  but  the  amount  may  be 
adjusted  against  the  compensation  payable  under  section  15. 
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CHAPTER  III 
General  Provisions 


CmisequunLL  13-  Where  any  person  occupies,  or  remains  in  occupation  of,  any 
of  ^ir^rov!  Government  premises  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  che 

sionsorilic  CompeieiH  Authority  may  lake  such  steps  and  use  such  force  as  may  be 

am  necessary  to  take  possession  of  the  premises; 

Provided  that,  except  in  respect  of  a room  or  a .scat  in  a room  allotted 
separately,  no  such  steps  shall  be  taken — 

(a)  before  the  expiry  oT  a period  of  thirty  days — 

(i ) from  the  appointed  day  in  a ease  where  there  has  been  a 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  section  8,  or 

(ii ) from  the  date  of  termination  of  a license  undersub-scction 
(1)  of  section  I I or  from  the  dale  of  communication  to 
the  licensee  of  an  order  under  sub-section  (2)  of  section 
11  terminating  a license  in  any  other  ease  (not  being  a 
case  where  no  license  has  been  granLed),  or 

(h)  during  the  pendency  of  any  appeal  under  sub-section  (3)  of 
section  11  and  Tor  a period  of  thirty  days  following  the  disposal 
of  such  appeal: 

Provided  furLher  that  upon  an  application  from  any  person  in 
occupation  of  any  Government  premises  on  grounds  of  extreme  hardship, 
the  Competent  Authority  may  extend  the  said  period  of  thirty  days  by 
such  further  period,  not  exceeding  ninety  days,  as  the  Competent  Authority 
may  deem  fit. 


Penalty.  14,  (1)  Whoever  occupies,  or  remains  in  occupation  of.  or  allows 

any  person  to  occupy,  any  Government  premises  in  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall,  without  prejudice  to  any  other  action  that 
may  he  taken  against  him  under  this  Acl,  be  punishable  with  imprisonment 
for  a term  which  may  extend  to  six  months  or  with  fine  which  may  extend 
to  live  thousand  rupees,  or  with  both. 

(2)  Any  offence  punishable  under  sub-section  (1)  shall  be  a cognizable 
offence. 


Q impen^i i lun  15,  (1)  Where  any  persun  lias  occupied  any  Government  premises 

unbwfu|f0r  ^ri  vi°lilLi°n  °fany  oflhc  provisions  of  this  Act,  he  shall  be  liablctopay  as 
occupation  compensation  such  amount,  not  exceeding  the  market  rental  value  of  the 
premises  assessed  in  Lhe  prescribed  manner,  as  the  Competent  Auihority 
may,  by  order,  determine  after  giving  such  person  an  opportunity  of 
being  heard. 

(2)  Where  any  damage  beyond  normal  wear  and  tear  has  been  caused 
to  any  Government  premises  while  in  the  oecupation  of  any  person,  such 
person  shall  be  liable  to  pay  for  the  repair  of  such  damage  such

18.  Where  any  person  against  whom  any  proceeding  for  the  realisation 
of  arrears  of  license  fee  or  compensation  as  a public  demand  is  to  be,  or 
lias  been,  taken  under  section  17  dies  before  the  proceeding  is  taken  or 
during  Lhc  pendency  Lhcrcof,  the  proceeding  may  be  taken,  or  as  the  case 
may  be,  continued  against  the  heir  or  the  legal  representative  of  that  person. 
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19.  (1)  Where  possession  of  any  premises  has  been  laken  under  Power  of 

section  1 3,  the  Competent  Authority  may,  after  giving  fourteen  days’  notice  Amiwriiyto 
to  the  person  from  whom  possession  has  heen  taken,  remove  or  cause  lo  remove 
be  removed  or  dispose  of  by  public  auction  any  property  remaining  in  property, 
such  premises. 

(2)  Where  any  properly  is  sold  under  sub-section  (l).  the  sale  proceeds 
thereof  shall,  after  deducting  the  expenses  or  the  sale  and  Lhe  amount,  if 
any,  clue  to  the  Competent  Authority  on  account  of  arrears  of  license  fee 
or  compensation  or  costs,  be  paid  to  such  person  as  may  appear  to  the 
Competent  Authority  to  be  entitled  to  the  same.

Provided  that  no  such  order  shall  be  made  after  the  expiry  of  a period 
of  two  years  from  the  daLe  of  publication  of  this  Act  in  the  Official  Gazelle. 

23.  The  State  Government  may  call  for  and  examine  the  records  of 
any  proceeding  before  the  Competent  Authority  or  the  Appellate  Authority 
within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  any  order  mnde  by  the  Competent 
Authority  or  the  Appellate  Authority,  as  the  case  may  he,  and  make  such 
orders  thereon  as  tt  may  think  fit. 


24.  ( 1 ) The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  have  effect  notwithstanding 
anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in  any  other  law  for  the  time  being  in 
force  or  in  any  judgement,  decree  or  order  of  any  court,  tribunal  or  other 
authority  or  in  any  instrument  Inn  ing  effect  by  virtue  of  any  enactment 
other  than  this  Act  or  in  any  contract,  express  or  implied,  or  in  any  custom 
or  usage. 

(2)  In  particular,  and  without  prejudice  to  the  generality  of  the 

foregoing  provisions,  the  West  Bengal  Public  Land  (Eviction  of  West  Ben. 

Unauthorised  Occupanis)  Act.  I%2  and  the  West  Bengal  Government 

Premises ^Te nancy  Regulation)  Act,  1976  shall  not  apply  to  Government  WcsiB^n.

25.  No  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  decide  or  to  deal  with  any 
question  which  is  required  lo  he  decided  or  dealt  with  under  the  provisions 
oT  this  Act  and  no  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  entertain  any  suit  or 
proceeding  in  respect  or  any  such  question. 

26,  (1)  Tlie  State  Government  may  make  rules  for  carrying  out  the 
purposes  of  this  Act, 

(2)  In  particular,  and  without  prejudice  to  llic  generality  of  the 
foregoing  power,  such  rules  may  provide  for  all  or  any  of  the  matters 
which  may  he,  or  are  required  to  he,  prescribed. 

(3)  Every  rule  made  under  this  section  shall  be  laid,  as  soon  as  may 
he  after  it  is  made,  before  the  Slaic  Legislature  while  it  is  in  session,  fora 
total  period  or  thirty  days,  which  may  be  comprised  in  one  session  or  in 
I wo  successive  sessions. 

27,  The  State  Government  may,  if  \i  considers  necessary-  so  to  do, 
dispense  with  or  relax  the  requirement  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
in  respect  of  any  Government  premises  to  such  extent  and  subject  to  such 
conditions  as  it  may  deem  fit.

Terms  and  conditions  applicable  to  all  licenses  in  respect  of 
Government  premises, 

1 . SubjccL  to  the  provisions  of  item  2 and  section  1 l t a license  shall 
remain  valid  for  the  specified  period  and  such  period  may  be  renewed 
from  lime  to  Lime  by  the  Competent  Authority.  For  this  purpose  specified 
period  shall  mean — 

(i)  the  period  specified  in  the  license  or,  where  nothing  is 
specified  in  die  license,  a period  oT ihrcc  years  from  the  date 
of  issue  of  the  license  and  such  dale,  in  the  case  or  anything 
deemed  to  be  a license  under  section  9,  shall  be  the  appointed 
day,  or 

(ii)  any  period  for  which  the  license  is  renewed  by  Lhc  Competent 
Authority. 

2.  An  application  for  the  renewal  of  a license  shall  he  madd  to  the 
Competent  Authority  in  the  prescribed  manner  No  such  application  shall 
be  refused  by  the  Competent  Authority  if  the  licensee  continues  to  be 
eligible  to  hold  the  license  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 
A license  shall  remain  valid  during  the  pendency  of  an  application  for  its 
renewal. 

3.  An  application  for  the  renewal  of  a license  shall  state  inter  oiia 
ihc  licensee's  post  and  place  of  posting. 

4.  A license  shall  cease  lo  be  valid  if  the  licensee  fails  to  lake 
possession  of  the  premises  covered  by  it  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
premises)  within  fifteen  days  of  its  issue  or  within  such  period  as  the 
Competent  Authority  may,  upon  an  application  by  the  licensee,  grant. 

5.  The  licensee  shall  use  the  premises  for  the  purpose  for  which 
they  have  been  allotled  to  him  and  shrill  not  use  them  for  any  other  purpose. 

Example. — Where  a fiat  is  allotted  to  any  person  for  the  purpose  of 
his  residence  there  will  be  a violation  of  this  condition  if  he  does  not 
himself  ordinarily  reside  in  it  and  allows  his  dependents  or  any  other 
person  Lo  reside  in  it  or  keeps  it  vacant. 

6.  The  licensee  shall  not  assign  or  transfer  the  premises  in  any  way 
to  any  person  or  pul  any  person  in  possession  of  the  premises. 

7.  The  licensee  shall  not  add  to.  or  alter,  any  fixtures  of  the  premises 
or  make  any  structural  alterations  in  the  premises  without  the  express 
permission  in  writing  of  the  Competent  Authority. 

8.  The  licensee  shall  not  cause,  or  suffer  to  be  caused,  any  damage 
to  the  premises  beyond  Lhc  normal  wear  and  tear  Lhrough  the  proper  use 
and  occupation  of  the  premises. 
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9.  The  licensee  shall  allow  any  officer  duly  authorised  in  this  behalf 
by  ihe  Competent  Authority  10  inspect  the  premises  as  and  when  necessary. 

10.  The  licensee  shall  pay  such  license  fee  Tor  ihe  premises  as  may 
be  determined  from  time  lo  time  by  Ihe  Competent  Authority. 

1 1 . The  license  fee  in  respect  of  each  month  shall  be  payable  by  the 
first  week  of  the  following  month  in  such  manner  as  may  be  stipulated  by 
the  Competent  Authority. 

The  licensee  shall  send  to  the  Competent  Authority  as  and  when 
required  by  it  a statement  showing  the  details  of  the  license  Tee  paid  by 
the  licensee,  and  such  statement  shall  be  in  such  form,  and  shall  he 
authenticated  in  such  manner,  as  may  be  stipulated  by  the  Competent 
Authority. 

12.  The  licensee,  if  he  is  in  occupation  of  Government  premises  on 
the  appointed  day,  shall  in  rami  the  Competent  Authority  in  writing  within 
one  month  from  that  day  about  the  post  held  by  him,  the  headquarters  nf 
his  post  and  the  dale  of  his  retirement  on  superannuation  based  upon  the 
entries  contained  in  his  Service  Book. 

1 3.  The  licensee  shall  inform  ihe  Competent  Authority  in  writing  about 
every  change  in  his  post  or  place  of  posting  and  every  change  in  his  status 
by  reason  ofliis  going  on  leave,  or  being  placed  under  suspension  or  by 
any  other  reason  within  a week  of  the  change  taking  place. 

14.  A license  may  be  terminated  upon — 

(a)  the  acquisition  by  the  licensee  of  any  other  premises  by  way 
of  ownership,  tenancy  or  otherwise  either  in  his  own  name  or 
in  Lhc  name  of  any  member  of  his  family  dependent  on  him; 

(h)  the  violation  by  die  licensee  of  any  of  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  the  license; 

(c)  the  licensee  heing  placed  under  suspension,  or  upon 
proceeding  on  leave  of  any  kind,  for  a period  exceeding  six 
months: 

Provided  that  where,  by  reason  of  any  declaration  made 
under  section  5,  the  posL  from  which  the  licensee  has 
proceeded  on  leave  is  a specified  post  in  respect  of  the 
premises  occupied  by  him  and  the  authority  granting  the  leave 
has  not  certified  that  upon  the  expiry  of  the  leave  the  licensee 
is  likely  to  return  to  that  post,  die  license  may  be  terminated 
at  any  lime  after  the  commencement  of  the  leave; 

(d)  the  expiry  of  one  calendar  month's  notice  given  by  the 
Competent  Authority  to  the  licensee. 

15.  Upon  the  expiry  or  termination  of  any  license,  the  licensee  shall 
deliver  vacant  possession  of  the 'premises  to  the  Competent  Authority,  or 
to  any  oilier  person  authorised  by  the  Competent  Authority  in  this  behalf 
in  the  same  condition  in  which  the  licensee  look  possession  of  the  premises.
